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GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

(1 )  Hospitals. 

The  West  Cornwall  Hospital  Management  Commit-bee  is  the 
responsible  Authority  for  the  provision  of  General  Hospital  Services. 
Patients  from  the  Urban  District  may  be.  referred  to  the  major  Hospital 
at  Truro,  or  to  the  smaller  units  at  Bocfcnin  or  Newquay.  Maternity 
and  Gynaecological  services  are  provided  at  Redruth,  with  outpatient 
facilities  in  Wadebridge.  Mentally-ill  patients  are  admitted  to  the 
St. Lawrence  Hospital,  Bodmin,  where  outpatient  facilities  are  also 
provided. 

(2)  Laboratory  Services. 

Public  Health  samples  are  submitted  to  the  Laboratory  at  the 
R.  C.  I. ,  Truro. 

Local  Health  Authority  Services; 

(l)  Ambulance. 


Padstow,  part  of  the  No.  5  Health  Area  of  the  County,  receives 
its  ambulance  cover  from  a  radio-controlled  station  in  Bodmin.  This 
full-time  service  is  supplemented  by  the  Padstow  Detachment  of  the  Red 
Cross,  who  have  a  vehicle  stationed  in  the  town.  The  service  was 
adequate  during  the  year. 

(2)  Home  Nursing.  Midwifery  and  Health  Visiting. 

There  were  no  changes  in  this  service  during  the  year.  The 
district  is  covered  by  two  District  Nurse-Midwives  who  do  Health 
Visiting  duties  also. 

(3)  Infant  Welfare. 


A  centre  is  held  each  month  at  the  Church  Hall.  The  centre  is 
well  attended,  providing  advice  to  nursing  mothers,  and  protective 
inoculations  for  children  under  5  years. 

(4)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  Services. 

Protective  inoculation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
tetanus,  smallpox  and  poliomyelitis  are  available  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centre,  and  through  the  family  doctor.  Booster  injections  are  given 
at  school  or  by  the  family  doctor.  Vaccination  against  tuberculosis 
(B.  C.G. )  is  also  given  to  school-children  by  the  School  M.O. ,  on  entry 
into  Secondary  School. 

(5)  Home  Help  Service. 

Domestic  help  was  supplied  during  the  year  through  the  W.V.  S. 
Organiser,  principally  to  the  elderly. 


111.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Urban  District  is  in  the  area  of  supply  of  the  North 
Cornwall  Water  Board,  whose  principal  source  is  from  the  De  Lank 
Waterworks.  The  old  source  for  the  town  at  Crackrattle  was  repaired 
during  the  year  and  used  for  a  short  period  during  the  Summer.  This 
source  is  not  regarded  as  a  suitable  supply.  Twelve  samples  of  treated 
water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  were  found  to 
be  s^tisfactoiy'.  No  shortages  were  reported. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal, 

The  town  of  Padstow  is  sewered  with  outfalls  in  the  tidal 
estuary  of  the  Camel.  The  complaint  of  pools  of  sewage  collecting 
in  the  Harbour  mouth  still  continued  during  the  year,  the 
combination  of  a  poorly  sited  outfall  and  continued  removal  of  sand 
from  around  the  Harbour.  Trevone  is  also  sewered  to  a  sea-outfall, 
which  appears  to  operate  satisfactorily.  The  sewer  was  still 
occasionally  overloaded  during  heavy  rain.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
separation  of  storm  water  from  the  sewer  will  eventually  prevent  this 
from  happening. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  Credis  Mine  site  continued  in  use  during  the  year,  and  though 
not  a  controlled  tip,  no  complaints  were  received.  The  single  refuse 
lorry  continued  to  provide  an  adequate  collecting  service. 

Caravan  Sites. 

One  site  is  licensed  in  the  Urban  district,  complying  with  the 
conditions  enforced  by  recent  legislation.  Sleeping  vans  were  still 
reported  to  be  using  lay-bys  and  grass  verges  and  creating  nuisances.

No-tafied  infectious  diseases  were:- 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  1 

Non-paralytic  poliomyelitis  1 

The  single  case  of  poliomyelitis  pocurred  in  a  young 
soldier  on  leave,  the  infection  having  been  contracted  out  of  the 
district.  No  secondary  cases  were  reported. 

Protective  inoculations  against  diphtheria,  tetanus, 
whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox  continued  to  be  given  at 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  and  by  the  family  doctors.  Booster  doses 
against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  were  given  in  school.  The 
percentages  of  children  reaching  the  age  of  one  year  during  1962  who 
were  protected  with  triple  antigen,  and  poliomyelitis  vaccine,  were 
77  and  80  respectively. 

The  supervision  of  cases  and  contacts  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  continued.  B.C. G.  vaccination  was  offered  to  susceptible 
contacts  and  to  children  admitted  to  secondary  schools.  X-ray  by 
&M.R.  of  children  over  15  years  of  age  revealed  no  evidence  of 
pulrapnary  disease.
